Dear War Cry,— 

I uin not iu the habit of conlributing 
to yonr vuluable culnuius. ' One rcusoii 
is because I have nut yet discovered my 
ability for anything in that line. How- 
eier, I thought to-uigbt I would like to 
send you a few lines nnd tell you soiiic- 
thijig of our work in the far Xorib. 

I was only in Skugway three days 
when Bro. and Sisier Bcu.wu (IiidiaiiK) 
eiir.ii.- iioiii Kliiwjiek and told of the 
niimher of natives who, through the 
meetings iieiii iiy them, had been brought 
tij (Jod. Sergeant told me wheu he went 
there the drinking and lighting were 
awful ; now all is changed, and inatcad 
of drinking and carousing, songs oi aal- 
viition me heard all over the vill.nge. 
As they had not yet seen a white Cap- 
tain, they were tmsloiia I should vlaiL 
them, so I decided to return with Bro.

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CHAPTEli X!X,.- 
THE ADVKNTOHES OF HABIUS. 

The chief foe of llniiiis was iilniost 
alwayH hlH rtceond in eonimaud, Pnhliiia 
Coruellus Sulla, one of the men of 
highest family in H-imo. He liad nil 
ihe high culture and elegant learning 
that Mnriiw dcspiHed, siiolie and wrote 
(jreok us eiiHily ns Latin, and wna well 
read in Greek poetry and philosophy ; 
but he wnH given up to all the exeesueK 
of luxury in which ibe wealthy Roinunw 
indulged. Hie face wbh said to lie like 
n malberry sprinkled with salt, with a 
terrible pair of blue eye* fflnriiig out 
of it. 

In 03 he was Hent to roniinnnd ngjiinst 
Mitbridntes, King of PontuK, one of the 
little kingdoina in Asia Minor that had 
aprimg up out of the hroaking-np of 
Al<"xander'a empire. Umler Mithridjites, 
it had grown yci'y pi>ttujful. Tie was of 
Persian birth, liiuJ nli the lenraing and 
strienee both of Greece and tlic far Bast, 
and was said In especial to be wonderful- 
ly learned in all plants and their virtues, 
so as to have made biniBe'.r proof agiiiusl 
nil kinds of poison, and he' could speak 
twenty-five languages. 

He had great [wwcr in Asia Minor, 
and took upon himself to appoint a king 
of Cappndocia, thus leading to n quarrel 
with the IluiiiaiiH, In the midst of the 
Social War, when be tbnnglit they had 
their hand* full in Italy, Mithridiites 
caused all the native inhabitants of 
Asia Minor to riuc upon the Ronians 
among them in one night and miirder 
them all, bo that eighty thonaand are 
anld to have perished. 

Sulla was ordered by Rome to take 
command of the army which was to 
avenge their death ; but, while he wn^ 
raJHing his forces, Marius, angry that 
the Pntrieians hart hindered tlie Plclie- 
iuHH and Ilallana from gaining mors by 
the Social War, raised up a great tn^ 
r.,.:lt, meaning to ovoniower the Patrie- 
inna' rcsistanee. Sullii enmc to the 
reHcue of his friends with alx newly- 
raised legions, and Marius eoiild only 
just conlrivt.* to escape from Rome, 
where be was proclaimed a traitor and 
a price set on his bead. He wnn now 
seventy years old, but full of spirit. 
First, he escaped to his ow:n fiirni, 
wbenee he hoped to reach Ostifli where 
a sliip was waiting for bim ; hut n 
party of horsemen wore seen coming, and 
he was bidden in a cart fiill^ of beans 
and driven dowu to the const, where he 
emliarked, meaning to go to Africa ; 
bnt iidvcrsG winds and want of food 
forced him to land at Oircoiuni, wbeucc, 
with a few friends, he mnde Ilia way 
along the coast, through woods and 
rocks. At last a troop of horses was 
seen eoniiug towards them, and at the 
same time two ship.* near the coast. 
The nnly hope was in swininiiiig ont to 
the nearest ship ; this was done with 
great. dilTicnlty. Even then the ships 
were so near the shore that the pur- 
suers could command the crew to throw 
Marina out, but this they retnsed lo d(r, 
though they only waited till the soldiers 
were gone, to put him on shore again. 
Here be was in. a marshy, boggy place, 
where an old man let him rest in his 
cottngc, and tiieu hid him in a cave 
under a heap of rushcgr Again, how- 
ever, the trooijs api)eared, and threat- 
ened the old mau (or hiding an enemy 
of the Ilouians. It wns in Marius' henr- 
lug, aud, fearing to be betrayed, he 
rtislied out into a pool, where be stood 
up to hia neek in water till n soldier 
saw him, and he was dragged out and 
Inkeii to the city ot Minturna;. 

There the council decided on his death, 
and sent a soldier to kill him, but the 
licrce old man stood glaring at him, and 
siiiil. ■DarcBt tlioii klllCaiiiK irarlua V" 
Tlie man was so frightened that be ran 
away, crying out, "I ennnot kill Oaiua 
Marina," The Seniile of Mintiirnm 
tool: this ns an omcii, and rcmembored 
besides that be bad beeu;U sooJ friend 
to the ItaliniiB, ao tliey coudiiet«l him 
through a sacred grove to the flea, and 
sent him off to Africa. On landing, be 
sent his Bon to nsk shelter from one of 
fho Nnmldlau princes, aud, while wait- 
ing for an answer, he was bfifflcjsea l*j 
a messenger from a Homan officer of 
low rank, forbidding hia presence in 
Africa. He made no reply till the 
messenger iircmed to know what to say 
to Ills master. Then tlie old mau looked 
uji, and lilcrnly answered, "Say that

.vou have seen Calus Marius silting in 
the ruins of Carthage"— a grand rebuke 
for the insult to falien greatncsB, But 
Ntnnidinn could not receive him, and 
he could only find shelter in a little ia- 
laud on the coast. 

'I'hpre he soon linnrd that mi snouer 
had Sulla embarkod for the Bast them 
Itomc had fallen into dire confusion. 
The consuls, Oaius Octavlua and Pubbus 
CorueliuH Ciuna, were of opposite 
parties, and bad had a furious fight, 
in which Cinua was driven out of Borne, 
and at the same time the Italians had 
begun a new Social War, Marius saw 
Ihai bis time was eome. He hurried to 
Etruriii, -where he was joined by a 
party of his irieuds and five hundred 
rnnawuy tiluves. lie formed another 
army under Qiiiutus Scrtorius, and the 
Sumiiltes, and overimwered the troops 
Kent agninst thcni, and marclicd to 
Itoiiie, declaring that they woidd have 
no pnnee till they bad destmyed the 
wolf's lair. Cinna and an army were 
advancing on another side, and, as be 
was really consul, the Senate, In their 
distress, admitted him, hoping that he 
would stop the rest ; but when he 
mniched in and scaled himself again in 
bis chair of oiBee, he had by his side 
old Marius elotbcd In rags. 

They wore bent on revenge, and ter- 
rible it was, beginning with the con- 
sul, Cnius Octavius, who had disdained 
to flee, and whose head wns severed 
from his body and displayed in the 
Forum, with those of mauy other Sen- 
ators of the noblest blood in Home, who 
had offended either Matiue or Cinna. 
Marius walked along in gloomy silence, 
anawcriug no one ; but his followers 
were bidden to spare only those to 
wliom he gave bis hand to bo kissed. 
■J'lic slaves pillaged tbo houses, rnui- 
<lcred many on their own nccount, and 
everything was in the wildest upronr, 
till the two chiefs called in Scrtorius 
with a legion to restore order. 

Then they named thcniHclves consuls, 
without even nsklue for an election, and 
thus Marius was seven times consul. 
He wanted to go out to the East aud 
take the eommand from .Sulln, hut his 
health was too much broken, and liefori> 
the year ot bis eoiisnlnte was over he 
died. The last time be had left the 
house he had said to some friends that 
no mau ought to trust apnhi to such 
a doubtful fortune as his had been ; and 
then be took to his bed for seven day.i, 
wilhonL iiiiy known illness, and v.-as; 
there found dead, Ko that he was tbouglit 
to have starved himself to death.

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THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 

ARRIVAL OF THE EXPECTED RAINS-THE OUTLOOK 
—STILL URGENT NEED OF HELP.

While we rojoicf, too, wt- tBuiioi hilp 
hfiiis just a little (insious for fear uiir 
n-adurs sbould ebart llit^nlfta ! all too 
prcvniliiiB— oiiiniuii that liccausi tlie 
lains hare come the nwJ for lidii ia 
uver. NoviT wns there a more mistaken 
idea, as you will see if you consider the 
Kjtuation for a little. 

lu tlie first part of Juuu, if you rc- 
iiiemher, rnina fell in several placcB. 
That these were likely lo eoiitinue no- 
body douhted, and, nccordingly, the 
KFOUDd was brokeu up and the seed 
sown. Hardly had the first ahoot? inadj 
ilicir uppeariiiice thnii the rnina eonsed. 
iiud the burning, pnrthin|,- drought re- 
turiiCd with renewed vigor, burning the 
sjirouting blades, and making the out- 
look darker than ever, for the prices of 
(,-niin roae eirasiderably. The only hope 
left WHS thai ruin would come later on 
mid revive ihe dyiiie crops. Thia raiu 
ha-s come ; but i" many [ilaccs it has 
come too late, aud the seed aowu in 
.lunc-is so inueh los.s, nnd. having used 
all (heir scud-corn, the poor people nre 
anxiously wondering where tbey will 
turn for more, and how they will be 
supported till it is ripe ! 

The falling uC the rain may brlup 
down tlie prices of ifruin, but it is not 
lit nil iikeJy, and imtil the hnrveat, fnur 
ur five uiontha hence, food sroin.'! will be 
(iuitc up to, or very little less than at 
famine prices. This, eoinbiiied with 
1 lie great loaBcs, privations, and torrure^ 
ciidurod during :be last seven or eight 
iiinuths, presents to iia a hanl and dark 
future, nilli :• Kreat Jesl -f suff.rins t.-, 
l,e met. and absolute suht.k.mII y lo asmsi 
until Novcuiher or Deeemlicr ill least. 
Unless K-c eau help them they will b« 
iinnl.U (c.. esl--!'-'ulc tliemsclves out nt 
till- diiricnlties created hy the famine, 
and their position— so very hard, dark, 
,ii«co.irjij;i)!g iiriJ dt-pu'--^ing-will l.e »h 
uii.si iinboarab!.-. 

Itcspi'cling the arrival o( the rains, 
and (lie "hrij»htor prospects for India," 
ns 111'' iinp?rs put it, CoiiimissiDner Hig- 
f!iiiH writes : 

"Haiiis hnvc fallen very teuerally 
thrfiugiuiut the Mnrftthi Territory, and 
the i>ros7MCt there has eonsidciably ini- 
]ir((ved. The cultivation of laii<i luiving 
iii-eii iiiidertnkou, opplirntioi.s have 
liimnsl in upon Major BuLiidur for 
mimcy for the- pHreliase of »ec<i for sow- 
ing-. Thcsi- applieaUoiia were, of eoors'r. 
forwarded lo nie, givinj; naiiie>; of our 
own dear soldiers who had innd ■ the ap- 
pliiaiioii, also the [jiiiintity of -"ed nnd 
its co.1t. which it was supposed i-t .supply 
eiich ]iiTSoii. 

"I have already fjiven one ! iniisand 
rupee.-! for this purpose. I found the 
noplicalioiis were coming in so ihick and 
flist liial I have been obliged to stop, 
rcriiiirinf,' Major Bahadur to nseertnin 
what tile probolilc extent of these np- 
pllculioiis is likely to be, so that when 
I know what the demands arc. I may 
be able lo judge as to bow fnr I shall 
be in a pftsitioii to meet the reiinirement. 



The Magnlltidt of th« Calamity. 

It is extremely <IitUeull for the average 
mind to compass the full sifiuilicaucc of 
tlie flppalliuc facts eipressed by the 
bare stntiKtica of the famine. A few 
simple comparisoufi may help us. Foi- 
instanec. in his latest report the \'iteroy 
of ludiH stated that the populaUon di- 
rectly distressed hy the famine exceeded 
sixry million persona ! Let the mind 
dwell upon that fact. Sixty milliiiMs' 
more or less impoTcriBhed— s large pro- 
portion of them reduced to utter beg- 
Uery, stripped of all their worldly pos- 
seaaions, bereaved hy diaeaBc and star- 
vation of their nearest and d—ircst rela- 
tives, and themselves redui-ed to mere 
skeletons hy the ruthless bond of famine 
and plague. The mind cannot at once 
grasp the extent of the disaster. Let it 
be ieuiembere<l that the total population 
of Great Britain and Ireland docs not 
exceed forty millions. To these roust 
he added the populations of Sweden. 
Dcnmurk. Holland, Belgium, and Portu- 
gal before you approximate the number 
of our distressed Indian fcllow-aubgeets. 

Or, take ngain, the number of those 
now receiving Government relief. The 
task nudertnken by the noble, self-deny- 
ing offieials of the Indian Government 
is on a scale exceeding anj-tbing of a 
similnr ebnractcr previously undertaken 
in the history of the worlfl. Lord 
Curaon reported, oa July 28tb, that at 
that date fi,26<i,000 persons were being 
regularly relieved froni offlcial BOurces. 
That is, of course, iiuite independent of 
all the many agencies of churches, mis- 
sions, and private chariticB. Imagine 
the tusk of feeding a population equal 
to the 'vvhole of the Conaty of London, 
the cities of Liverpool, Mnnehestcr, and 
Rri-i'.u!. Yet snch U Ihe task which has 
hr-cu under [.'ihcn, and oiKt-essfully nar- 
ricd throngh. by Lord C.urzop 3Jid,.bia 
odlcials. Notwithstanding, these im- 
nii'iiKc' efforts nr^ by no .lueaus -lotaiiy. 
aderiuate to the needs of tJie situation. 
The Government relief is being dnily iu- 
•■resEcd, and nc an; conBiaiitiy reminded 
by the Viceroy himself of Ihe pressing 
fieed for nnofflcial help. 

Perhaps one other startling fact may 
lielj) you to realize soniething of the HW- 
ful situation. It is not alone famine 
whirh Is stnlking through the land and 
reaping an nwrn! h.irves(. of death. 
Cholcrn, in its worst form, has, during 
tile past two or three mfmths, lent its 
ghastly horror.s of [he situation, and 
thousands, nlremiy weakened by want 
and exposure, fall ready lirfiins to its 
attacks. Think of it : Every week 
nearly twelve thousand people are fall- 
ing victims to these twin-dcmoiis of des- 
triictifin— famine and cholcrn— a number 
nearly equivalent to the British losses 
by bc/th wound.<i and disease In the nine 
mouths' campaign in South Afrien. 

Think of the thousands of relatives 
and friends plunged into sorrow and 
want in our own beloved cmintry durinf; 
these dreaded months, and then take in 
the fact Ihiil a similar number of fellow- 
subjects in India are weekly Involved 
in a like afnictiiiii '.

Nevertheless, he must not undertake 
any work whieh his odicers think will 
interfere or he oppo.scd to any branch 
ot the wnr at present in operation.

He Himself 
duuh™ i<> be ihu King of Israel, and 
was "rejected," as Samuel declared, he- 
canse of the popular passion for some 
visible leader. They declared that they 
must be "likc-Qll the nations," and have 
"a king tn so before them and fight" — 
they whose hosts God Himself had led 
to vJetnrj', 

They rejected God. their Kin^', then. 



aa their descenuantii rejected Christ at 
Ciilvary. 

And God showed thnt He was grieved. 
Yet His Fatherly compassion led Him 
til proceed with unlimited patience to 

Teach the People Thoir Folly. 

For this purpose He selected a showy 
hero, a man whose good qualities were 
all on the siii'taec, not "n man after His 
own heart," but one after theirs. Saul 
was a granted prayer, and that is not al- 
ways an unmi.Ncd bles.sing. He had 
no easy path before him when he began 
to reign. 

Yet we must not suppose thnt God ar- 
ranged his failure, £0 that he could not 
have been a holy ami viclorious king. 
Oil liic coulrnry, from the nioineiit of 
his first anointing by Samuel, (Jod sent 
His SpivU npon him. so that lie pro- 
pheslrd.. To the surprise of nil ^vIlo 
knew lihu, he wns found nmoiig the 
prophets, endowed with their gift, nnd 
was as "amrther man." God also 

"touched the hearts" of a hand of men 
v.-ho v.-cnt with him, ready "'lo be his 
faithful ndhercuta nnd wise councillors, 



No Self'Conquest in Vice. 

Vice pays, uncon.scioiiBly, its tribii'e 
to virtue. It Is human nature to feet 
a sense of satisfaction in having made 
a eonqnest of one kind m another. The 
man whuse moral character is deterior- 
ating never feels that, in taking a down- 
ward step, he has made n solf-contiucst. 
He never feels the stronger for rolling 
doivii hill. He mny make a lo\id boast- 
ing of hia vieiousnuss, but he has no 
sense ot satisfaction or joy as a self- 
eon^ueror or ovcreoincr. As Professor 
■lames finely says, "He who, imdor the 
surgeon's knife, represses cries ot pain, 
or he whif e.vposcs himself to social 
obloquy for duty's sake, feels aa it he 
were following the line of greatest tem- 
porary reBJStance, Ho speaks of enn- 
qnering or overcoming his impulses and 
temptations. But the slnggnrd, the 
drunkard, the coward, never tnlk of their 
conduct in thnt wny, or sny that Ihcy re- 
sist their energy, overcome their so- 
briety, conquer I heir courage, and so 
forth." Tliey, like all others, are sen- 
sitive lo the joy ot Betr-coiique.<;t, and 
know the noble delight of ovcreoniiiig.

Our present operntioPB comprise the 
follnwint' aections ; (1) Griiln Depot.s. 
Of tlicBe we hare forty-one, in which 
wc sell, nt n loss of 25jf to us, grain 
to poor people, ah W(«II as distribute n 
Ini'ne ([uantity free to those who havi- 
no lueans ot purchase, nnd are unable to 
earn sueh.

(2) Supplying cotton to 
weavers, TVc supply cotton and pay 
for work done, Vve seil the eloth at n 
loss of 25;$ to us.

Some little time back, [ spent an hour of precious intercourse with 
some League of Mercy women, when we' inspired each other, and my 
own heart warmed more than ever towards the ministering angels with 
the Cross on their arm, and the Cross in their heart. Many of them 
were the mothers of large families ; almost all had heavy household 
claims ; several held some office in their local corps ; more than cne 
looked physically unfit for her long hours of visitation in addition to her 
home duties. Yet it was not for such reasons as these that they pleaded 
with an earnestness which went to my very heart for rnore help. They 
did not want to stint their individual self-sacrifice, or curtail their toil, 
but what troubled them was the number of beds in the hospital ward 
which had to go unvisited because the time was all gone before they 
could get round, the prison cells which had to go uncared' for because 
of there being too few in the League to visit each, the many doors 
leading to promising opportunities to bless and save, which had to go 
unopened because there was no one to lift the latch. What else can I do 
than to echo the call of such a need, and speak the claims of such a 
chance into every heart that wants to help us save the world. 

Away in the moiintains of Rossland, there lies some of the richest 
wealth in the world. Out of the sunny splendour of a spring morning 
they took me to see the undei^round wonders of a treasure-stored mine. 
Down six hundred feet, into the bowels of the earth, we were sent by 
the giddyingdescent of cage,and presently stood arriid the narrcJw passage- 
wajfs where nature has stored her jewels.. '.'Before: des(:endTng,i!dur cour- 
teous conductor had called a halt, and exclaiming " Wait a minute," 
opened a small cupboard and took from thence a bundle of wax candles, 
handing one. to each of us. . " You will- need theifi ''' was the enly expian- 
aLion, and this we found more than true. No ray of natural light had 
ever penetrated the regions below, and we might have been lowered to 
our grave instead of starting on a voyage of discoyei-j', but for those 
bits of wax. Every miner whom we passed, with swarthy face and 
bared arms, delving into the solid rock, worked by the gleam of the 
tallow's ray. The six to eight thousand dollars' worth of gold, which 
this one mine yields every day, is discovered, dug, and brought to the 
surface by the flickering light of those small candles, and every man 
who goes down trusts his life to them. Oh powerful little lights ! With- 
out those wax tapers the earth would still hold its secret — the rich veins 
of gold would never be discerned, and the lives of any who attempted 
to procure it, ruthlessly thrown away. Oh the v alue of a little light in 
a great darkness 1 This is just what my League of Mercy workers can 
be. Down through the narrow passages of this world's crime and suffer- 
ing, hidden 'neath mountains of transgression, from the light of eternal 
day, there lie the uncut, unpolished human jewels of everlasting worth, 
so precious to God that He sacrificed Christ to provide the light with 
which to seek them, but they still want finding.. Perhaps one who reads 
these lines mourns on reflection the little they can do for Heaven. Come 
and join this League, and you will soon see how you can do much — so 
much as to give you an abundant entrance by and bye. if a bit of 
common tallow is capable of conquering the difficulties and dangers of 
the earth's depths, what may not a touch of Divine love bring about in 
the dreariest recesses of spiritual gloom ? Your light inay neither be 
great nor grand itiyour present useless life, but bring it into the shadows; 
it is there where its true value will b: revealed, and where every gleam of 
its finding, leading, illuminating po.ver will be manife.sted and turned to 
account. I persuade you to come, and link your heart and work with 
this league, whose motto and mission is summed .up in the word which 
is the choicest attribute of a Saviour'.s love, the .sweet and precious name 
of "Mercy," and as your reward, you shall be given the joy of bringing 
" treasures of darkness " into the ineffable radiance of the liverirtstiiig 
Kingdom of God's grace.
